Cost Versus Beauty in 


Cows 


The proud owner says ‘this is a 
high grade Canadian, and this is a 
pure-bred Holstein. '' ‘The admiring 
visitor to the cow stable remarks 
‘* what beautiful cows. ’ The 
thoughtful student asks: ‘* What yield 
of milk fat do they give?’ The prac. 
tical man enquires: ‘*What does 
their milk cost?’’ And the hard 
business sense of the dairyman leads 
him to determine cost of production of 
milk and fat through the medium of 
cow testing associations. The high 
grade cow may give but a poor weight 
of milk, the pure bred may test low 
while, the common grade may possibly 
be producing milk at the lowest cost. 
No one knows just what the cost is 
until sume record is kept. Milk may 
cost 92 cents pet 100 pounds, fat 25c 
per pound, ‘These cost prices may be 
up to $2.00 per 100 pounds of milk 
and so cents per pound of fat with 
some poor cows ; er they may be re: 
duced by skilful economical feeaers to 
35¢ per one hundred and 10 cents per 
pound, 

This all goes to prove that the care- 
ful dairyman, and particularly the ave- 
tage and possibly careless farmer, 
should take immediate steps to find 
out what profit each cow brings. 
Enormous improvement, and largely 
increased profits have been made by 
the men who are sufficiently alive to 
their own interests to weigh and 
sample each cow’s milk regularly and 
keep a record of feed consumed,

| OFFICIAL CROP REPORT 


Dry Weather Reported in Eastern 
Provinces, but Conditions in 
West are Ideal 
Ottawa.—A_ bulletin on the condi- 
tion of crops and live stock in Canada 
lat the date of July 1 has been issued 
by the census and statistics offices, 
based on the reports of a large staff 
of correspondents. Low temperature 
and cold rains prevailed over the 
whole of Canada in the early part of 
June, which delayed seeding and 
checked vegetation. Then followed a 
period of drouth throughout the nort!i- 
ern and eastern parts of Ontario, the 
western and southern sections of Que- 
bee and nearly the whole of the mari- 
time provinces. Grain and hay and 
root crops Were consequently in poor 

condition in all these regions. 

British Colurgbia has had a like ex- 
perience of dry weather in June, with 
rains at the end of the, month, and 
fall wheat is the only good crop there. 

In the Northwest provinces fine 
| growing weather followed the seeding 
of spring wheat, onta and barley, and 
correspondents throughout Manitoba, 
Saskatchewan and Alberta are jubil- 
ant at the prospects. The rainfall was 

ample to the end of June, except in a 
few localities, and although seeding 
operations were delayed, cereals and 
| grasses are nearly as well advanced 
ns in any previous years. ‘Ideal’ is 
the favorite word of many correspond- 
ents, and it was generally expected 
that spring wheat would be out in 
ear by July 10. In Alberta fall whent 
was badly winter killed and much of 
the land has been resown with spring 
wheat, oats and barley. Spring wheat 
was heading out at the end of June in 
the southern parts of Alberta. 


Persian Capital is Now Invested 

St. Petersburg. — The first de- 
tachment of the Russian expedition 
+ that may march to Teheran, capital of 
Persia, has sailed from Baku for En- 
zl. According to official advices the 
route of the revolutionaries at Shah- 
anad has had a depressing effect, and 
the leaders wil! scarcely be able to re- 
assemble a respecteble fighting foree. 
Their followers have been scattered in 
many directions. 

The Bakhtinri tribesmen, however, 
are 2,000 strong, and stiff fighting i« 
certain to ensue with General Link- 
off’s Cossack brigade in case the ad- 
vance continues. The Russian foree 
will not enter the engagement unless 
foreign lives and property are endan- 
gered, 

In response to strong represents. 
tions from Russia to the effect that 
the Turkish consul-general at Tabriz 
is siding openly with the revolution- 
ists, the Turkish government has de- 
cided to recall this official. 

A long list of claims for indemnity 
is nccumulating against Persia on the 
part of Russion residents, These 
amount to $750,000 for direct property 
losses, and do not inelude the losses 
resulting from interruption of trade,
